A Henvy Wind Makes Standing Walls
Pangerons--Outside Citles Send
Prompt Ajd.

frracuz, Ang, 6.—The wind has been
 blowing w territic gale all day. Stand.
ing walls are dangerous, and a gang of
tnen under Fire Chief Denier have been
tearing them down as rapidly as passi-
ble. Most of the burned out firms are
now located in tents or frame boilding.
It was reported this afternoon that the
railroad compauy had ordered luomber
for & round-house and would commence
. the boilding a8 eoon a3 the waterial ar-
rives. The citizens' ecommitive this
morning received a dispaich from Kend-
rick stating the matter of rebuilding has
not been defiuitely settled, and will not
be without giving full congideration to
all phases of the subject. Letters and
dispatclies from prominent people in the
East lead the citizens to believe that
gnbstantial shops will be boilt here,
Everybody feels hLopeful and buosiness
is better than for a long time. A car-
load of halibut arrived from Tacoma this
morning and everybody had 2 fish din-
ner. Proyigiopare coming in plentifully
and the town will eo be on ite feet again.
Very few tonghs have come lo Spragoe,
and Marshall McGinnis and his deputies
are chasing them out aAs fast as they ar-
rive. Bales aregradually cooling off and
geveral have already been opened. The
contents in most inetances were found
in good conditioa. Many eld railroad
employes have been ordered to Ellens-
borg, Missoula and Edison, snd the
town is thinning out.

Negroes Greatly Excited.

Cuicago, Ang. 6,—Five hundred ex-
cited negroes today in mass meeting
adopted a resolution demanding that
Governor Atgeld protect the colored peo-
ple in Spring Valley, IIl., and aseerting
their determination to leave for that
place tonight in the event of the refusal
of the governor to take such action.
The epeeches were violent and deter-
mened.

The colored people decided to stay in
seesion all day and & committes of four
was g«<nt to Spring Valley to report on
the situation. The committee was ex-
pecced to reach the mines. at 8:30 this
afternoon, ‘and it was decided that if
Abhey reporied by telegraph that their
brothers were not being properly pro-
tected by the state authorities a com-
pany of rescarea would leave Chicago at
4:20 p. m. and go directly to the aid of
the eolored miners.

A white lawyer pamed Waters at-
tempted to advise moderation, and was
promptly thrown through the window.

The Italian consul acked that the
police prevent the men from leaving the
city. Mayor Swift and Chief Eadenech
held a eonference, and it was decided
that if the celored men attempted to
board a train for Spring Valley they
would be stopped by policemen.

The three then bound Cos-
well’s hands, gagged bim, and foreed
him to walk a mile and a balf, though
he was nearly fainting from the loss of
blood. After terroriging the farmer for
eome time, they finally let him go, first
threatening him with death if he told of
the oceurrence. Coswell’s condition is
critical.
